On account of more water being used 
in the city than can be pumped from the 
river station, it has been found necessary 
to at once pump the water direct into the 
coagulating basin instead of into the 
reservoir at station No. 2, and a short 
main will be laid from the by-pass into 
the basin. ’ 

This may give the supply of water 
needed, but it will probably resuit in the 
people being forced to either filter their 
Own water or use it muddy. 

The situation is:a very grave one and 
the water board has kept the matter 
quiet and held off from discarding the 
reservoir as long as possible.

When the water in the reservolr gets 
too low it can no longer be punrped on 
through the main that leads to the co- 
agulating basin and the filters. It has 
reached that point now. 

“We have only one 30-inch main from 
the river to the reservoir and We have 
two 30-inch maing from the reservoir to 
the city. The engines have been forced 
to pump water through pboth city mains 
in order to sypply the demand. The 
daily consumption of water is now about 
12,000 gallons a day. The capacity of 
the river pump is about 14,000,000 gallons 
@ day. The loss from seepage, evapora- 
tion and washing out the filters is so 
great fiat the consumption is greater 
than the supply from the river. That 
has caused the water in the reservoir 
to fall until it can be no longer used.” 

What the Result Will Be. 

When asked what effect using the wa- 
ter without its passing through the res- 
ervoir would have, Manager Woodward 
replied: 

“The water cannot have time to settle 
before it is filtered. This will result in 
the people often getting muddy Water.”’ 

Manager Woodward will visit station 
No. 2 today with members of the water 
board. He will point out just where 
the new main must be laid at once from 
the by-pass to the coagulating basin. 

How long this situation will last can- 
not be stated. It will probably be many 
months unless the money is fortncoming 
to lay a new main from the river and buy 
new pumps.

; ment counsel. Mr. Jerome may argue 
_briefly Monday against the confirmation 
(of the report of the lunacy commission, 
‘which declared Thaw sane, but he is 
aware «that Justice Fitzgerald's disposi- 
| tion is to confirm the report. The district 
attorney has many witneeses still under 
| subpena, but it is said he has decided 
not to call them and will press the trial 
| forward to an early verdict, or what is 
|'regarded more likely, a disagreement of 
| the jury. s 

When Justice Fitzgerald yesterday de- 
clined to grant the district attorney ac- 
cess to the minutes of the lunacy com- 
mission Mr. Jerome threatened to carry 
|the matter to the appellate division be- 
| cause had been excluded from the final ex- 
}amination of Thaw by the commission. 
| He said he had been willing to waive the 
right.to be present with the waderstand- 
ing that he was to be alloweg possession 
of the testimony. 

There ‘was a stipulation some weeks 
ago that each side was to have one day 
for summing up.

Washington Revives Interest in 


Judge Parker's Recent Charge, 


Only Way for the Real Facts toe 
Be Gotten At Is for Cortelyou 
to Explain His Campaign 
Dealings in Fall.

Washington, April - 5.—(Special.)—The 
letter of Mr. Harriman to Mr. Web- 
ster, given to the public through the be- 
trayal of his trust by a discharged em- 
Ployee of the railway magnate; the 
president’s rejoinder and Mr. Harriman’s 
insistence that the facts contained in the 
published copies of his letters are ‘‘sub- 
Stantially correct,”’ present a situation 
that is extremely interesting. 

One fact that looms up quite large in 
this controversy is the proof that it 
gives of the correctness of Judge Par- 
ker’s charges, now reiterated, of trust 
contributions to the republican campaign 
funds during the election of 1904 aggre- 
gating an amount compared to which 
the $200,000 donation attributed to Mr, 
Harriman, is but a drop in the bucket. 


Judge Parker’s Charges. 


In a statement given out by Judge Par- 
ket he asserted: 

“That $150,000 was turned over by the 
Equitable, Mutual and New York Life 
Insurance Vompanies to Mr. Cortelyou's 
committee, has never been denied, of 
course. It was testified to under oath 
before a body which could have sum- 
moned Mr. Bliss and Mr. Cortelyou to 
the witness stand if it had-been denied. 
It is safe now to deny ‘Mr. Harriman’s 
statement because there is not a com- 
mittee before whom Mr. Bliss and Mr. 
Cortelyou and others can be summoned 
and compelled to testify.” 

The only way that the. statements of 
the late presidential nominee of the 
democratic party can be answered to the 
Satisfaction of the friends of the ad- 
ministration and of the people generally, 
ys for Secretary Cortelyou, who was 
‘hairman of the republican nationa! com- 
mittee in the last national campaign, to 
make a full and ‘explicit statement of 
the financial conduct of the campaign. 

Democrats are deriving a good deal of 
satisfaction from the fact that, although 
the republigans denied receiving cam- 
paign funds from the trusts, the in- 
eurance testimony and the Harriman dis- 
closures have just about established the 
truth to these things to the entire satis- 
faction of the public. Surprise is ex- 
pressed, however, that after the scandals 
growing out of the national campaign 
subscriptions in 1904 that Chairman 
Sherman in 1906 should have tried to 
raise funds through (‘Harriman for aid 
in the New York state election. 

In the New York contest Harriman 
was interested in the success of Higgins 
and was working’ to promote his can- 
didacy through Odell, whom he con- 
trolled. President Roosevelt knew of the 
situation, knew the backing Higgins had 
and eagerly assisted to insure his suc- 
cess. Two years later the Ode!l-Harri- 
man combine were turned out of office 
and being deeply resentful, were indif- 
ferent as to the outcome of the Hearst- 
Hughes campaign. 


Belmont Calls Publicity Committee. 


Perry Belmont, chairman of the 
national publicity committee, has called 
that hody to meet in New York City on 
April 16. At this time William Jennings 
Bryan and Samuel Gompers, president of 
the ‘American Federation of Labor, will 
make addresses urging the publication 
in detail of the expenses incurred by 
eampaign committees. The failure of the 
republican party to enact legislation 
preventing in future the contribution of 
trust funds to turn national! elections, 
will probably be dwelt upon. The Till- 
man bill preventing contributions by 
national banks was passed, but railroads, 
life insurance and other’ corporations 
were not referred to in that measure and 
are stil! free to give.

Puerto Barrios, Guatemala, April 5.— 
After the battle of Namasique, in which 
the forces of Honduras were defeated by 
the Nicaraguas, President Bonilla with- 
drew and occupied Amapala, which placc 
is fortified and defended by a strong 
force of Hondurans. Tegucigalpa, the 
capital of Honduras, was considerably 
weakened by forces being sent to Generals 
Barahona and Christmas, Who were de- 
feateg after eight days’ fighting at Nam- 
asique, and a mutiny occurred in the gar- 
rison at the capital. President Bonilla 
sent instructions from Amapala author- 
izing Genera] Satrunine Medal to evacu- 
ate Tegucigalpa if he was unable to de- 
fend it and save the city from bombard- 
ment and looting. The city was evacu- 
ated. 

The forces of President Bonilla and 
General Medal are now uniting with the 
army of President Figuerra, of Salvador, 
on the frontier, where the combined 
armies are being massed for continuing 
the war. 

General Solomon Ordonez, the Hiondu- 
ran minister of war, arrived at Puerto 
Cortez today, and has taken command 
of the coast defenses. President Bonil- 
la’s forces occupy all the cities and towns 
on the north coast of Honduras except 


'Trupillo, and the principal ports of the 


republic, Amapala and Puerto Cortez.

Sudden rains were followed by 
clear skies, and gusts of wind were in- 
cessant.

Loss of Life in Alabama. 


Montgomery, Ala., April 5.—Specials to 
The Advertiser fgfom various parts of 
Alabama tell of death and devastation 
from the cyclone which swep, through 
the southern and eastern portions of the 
state today. 

The most serlous damage is reported in 
Crenshaw county, at Bradleyton. The 
Hugh Farrier, a prominent 
planter, was blown down, instantly kill- 
ing Mr. Farrier and his 6-year-old son, 
and fatally isjuring Mrs. Farrier. 

The storm also tore up the tracks of 
the Atlantic Coast Line from Petrey to 
Patsburg, qa distance of several miles, 
while the house of Dan Jordan ang the 
store of Dr. J. B. Ford, near Luverne, 
were destroyed. 

The storm first struck this section at 
12:30 o'clock, and a few hours later 
the tornado struck at Bradleyton, cafis- 
ing the Farrier tragedy. 

Great property damage and probable 
loss of life is reported from North Per- 
rico, where, on the plantation of J. C. 
Moore, a banker of Marion, a row of 
houses was blown down. Las of life is 
reported, and several surgeons were 
hurried to the scene from Marion. The 
sawmill of ‘Frank Emgland, five miles 
northwest of Marion, was destroyed, and 
the beautiful] colonial mansion of Hon. 
John Hogue was badly damaged. 

During a storm this afternoon, light- 
ning struck the jail at Selma, knocked 
down a part of the wall of the prison, 
and terrifying the prisoners. Supersti- 
tiqus negroes of the black belt had 
prayer meetings throughout the day,’ It 
being their belief that tHe end of the 
world was approaching. 

At Clanton, Ala., a stroke of lightning 
perhaps fatally injured Mack Ruffin, a 
young farmer. 

A special from Pensacola, Fla., says a 
storm has been rising at that port 
throughout the day. and has attained a 
velocity of forty-three miles an hour. 
Sailing vessels have crossed the harbor 
to seek shelter behind the islands.

New York, ‘April 5.—The hearing of ex- 
pert testimony for the defense wag con- 
tinued today at the trial of E. ©.

Similar complaint has been made by merchants as to freight schedules, 
and still it made and when they present just demands for demurrage, rarely 
ever adequate to compensate for the loss resulting from delay, they are met 


by a reiection of their claims. 


Let railroad managements turn their attention to this problem. Surely 
it is one that demands a remedy; surely it is within their power to apply it. 
Let them not wait until, like the rate problem, its unhindered solution is 
taken from their hands, when they may have to put it in the category of

Both 
Georgia and South Carolina have, through 
_ the legislature, granted permission to 
erect dams actfoss the river at certain 
foints above’ the conjunction of the 
Broad. Certain parties have sprung the 
question that the river is navigable above 
the point, and that dams will interfere. 
Tie government has taken the matter up, 
and will investigate it. Many years ago 
cotton boats ran from the point where 
the Broag river enters into the Savannah, 
bringing back from Augusta stores, etc., 
but these cotton boats were never run 
above the point. The government has had 
@ survey and estimate made, and has

Washington, D. C., April 5.—Contin- 
uing his argument today before the 
interstate commerce commission in sup- 
port of the legality of Mr. Harriman’s 
railroad operations, Attorney John GQ.

2. A restraint of trade consequent on 
a purchase of property in any of Ks 
various forms, is incidental merely, and, 
therefore, not within the act. 

3. The purchase must, of course, be 
real; if a mere device for the suppression 
of competition, as it was held to be in 
the Northern Securities case, while ! 
may be effective to operate on the legal 
title as between the parties, i; is in fact 
unsubstantial, and may be disregarded. 

4. Provided the purchase be rea] and 
substantial, the motive which induces it 
cannot affect the result; for any result- 
ant restraint of trade {s still only con- 
sequential and incidental to the exercise 
of an absolute and undoubted right, 
that is, the right to acquire property. 

& Thereford, the purchase by a rail- 
road within its corporate powers of an 
interes; in another line of railway, is not 
within the act, because the restraint on 
trade, if any, is not direct, but merely 
incidental to the purchase. 

6. If. however, the purchase by & 
railroad company, within its corporate 
powers, of a line of railway, made to 
suppress competition be obnoxious to the 
act, that result does not follow if the 
purchase be made for @ legitimate and 
proper purpose of the purchasing com- 
pany.

The City of Troy Destroyed 
by Flames, 


Ko Loss of Life, But Boat and Cargo 
Complete Loss—Edwin Gould’s 
Dock Was Also Burned—Nar- 
row Escape of Pas- 
senger. 


Dobbs Ferry, N. Y., Apri} 5.—The 
Steamer City of Troy, of the Citizens’ 
line, was burned to the water's edge here 
tonight. All the passengers, some sixty- 
five, were landed safely. 

The steamer was completely destroyed 
with its cargo of freight and thirteen 
horses. Edwin Govld’s dock, to which 
the City of Troy tied up when it was 
found impossible to contro! the flames, 
wae also burned. 

The City of Troy left New York at 6 
o'clock tonight, bound up the Hudson 
river for AYbany and Troy. The fire 
was discovered at about 8 o'clock to- 
night when the boat was about 8 miles 
below Dobbs ferry. It broke out in the 
hold amidships, and rapidly gained head- 
way. The crew fought the flames fo 
some time before it was seen they could 
not control them, and then the captain 
turned his boat for Dobbs ferry. When 
she tied up at the Gould dock the fire 
ha@ gained such headway no attempt 
was made to extinguish it, and every 
effort was bent to land the passengers 
successfully. 

It was discovered that a woman pis- 
senger was asleep in her berth, and two 
Miobbs iferry firemen rushed into the 
burning steamer and carried the woman 
ashore. 

An effort was made to rescue a number 
of horses on board, but the flames had 
gained such headway that it was found 
impossible to reach them. 

It was with some difficulty that the 
flames were prevented from taking hold 
of the Manila Anchor brewery, which is 
very near the dock which was burned.
